5. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant's amendment, including the Reff Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132, filed 3/7/06, has obviated 
the previous objections and rejections set forth in the previous Office Action, mailed 9/7/05. 

As indicated previously, the instant claims drawn to Crohn's disease by administering an anti-CD80 or a 
CD80-binding fragments thereof sufficient to inhibit the binding of B cell and T cells via the CD80/CD28 
pathways, where said antibody or fragment thereof binds specifically to CD80 antigen without inhibiting the 
binding of CD80 antigen to CTLA-4 appear free of the prior art. Upon reconsideration, the instant claims 
drawn to methods of inhibiting or preventing T cell / B cell interactions associated with intestinal 
inflammation with the same anti-CD80 anfibodies also appear free of the prior art. Accordingly, the instant 
claims appear to be allowable.
